The 
police are better suited to police busi- 
ness rather than doing this job, he 
said. “The police are not licensed to be 
locksmiths.” 


Orem Police Chief Ted Peacock 
said the department tries to help the 
citizens in the community, and this 
includes performing services as well 
as enforcing the law. “We can investi- 
gate crimes, but we can also be a ser- 
vice to people,” he said. 

According to Peacock, the time it 
takes to open a car door is minimal 
and doesn’t normally interfere with 
other duties. “It only takes three to 


five minutes to open a car door,” he 
said. He added that an officer can per- 
form this service while patrolling the 
neighborhood. 

Peacock says the department is not 
interfering with businesses by open- 
ing car doors. “We are not prohibiting 
(locksmiths) from doing it.” He added 
the department sends a lot of people 
te locksmiths when the situation ex- 
tends beyond abilities of the police.

Updated census 
could cost Utah

WASHINGTON — Utah stands to 
lose millions of dollars if Washington 
decides to figure grant payments to 
states using updated census esti- 
mates instead of actual 1990 counts. 

As part of a comparative study, the 
U.S. General Accounting Office 
plugged some census estimates — 
created to correct suspected under- 
counts in the actual census — into. 
formulas for three major grant pro- 
grams. 

The GAO wanted to see how they 
would have affected 1991 payments, 
and Utah came out a loser on all three. 

The state would have lost $217,000 
in one year on Medicaid, the Federal- 
Aid Highway Program and social ser- 
vices block grants. 

“The effect of such differences be- 
comes more substantial when applied 
over the course of an entire decade,” 
the study said. 

On top of that, 97 other smaller fed- 
eral grant programs are based at least 
partially on such census data — and 
may also have losses if estimates are 
used instead of the actual census 
count. 

The study said federal Medicaid 
payments to Utah would have de- 
creased $145,000 in 1991 if updated 
estimates were used. 

It would have dropped from 
$166.111 million to $165.966 — or 0.09 
percent. Utah would have been 
among 17 states receiving less fund- 
ing. 

Federal-Aid Highway Program 
money to Utah would have decreased 
$47,000, down from $34.699 million to 
$34.652 million, or 0.14 percent. Utah 
would be among 20 states that would 
receive less funding.

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State employees ask for pay incentives 


PROVO, Utah — Local members of the Utah Public Employees Associa- 
tion took legislators to task over low pay Tuesday. 

Members attending a Monday night dinner at Utah Valley Community 
College complained to legislative guests that they had only received a 1.6 
percent pay increase last year. 

UPEA member Kay Peterson said she left the teaching profession several 
years ago to work for the State Department of Employment at a better salary. 
But now, she said, she could earn more as a teacher. 

She and others told the legislators that merit steps need to be put back in to 
reward state employee’s performance. 

This would keep Utah’s qualified state workers from leaving to the private 
sector. 

They said they are being compensated below levels in the private sector for 
similar work. 

Other members complained that when the Legislature authorizes additional 
money for pay raises, it does not always trickle down to line workers, but goes 
to higher-ups. 

Hight state senators and about 17 Utah House of Representatives were 
invited to the dinner. Four senators and seven representatives attended.

U.S. deficit rises despite export increase 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. trade deficit widened to $6.79 billion in 
September, the poorest showing in eight months, as Americans’ appetite for 
foreign goods outpaced a rebound in exports, the government said Tuesday. 

The Commerce Department said that the September trade deficit was 4 
percent larger than a revised $6.53 billion imbalance in August despite the fact 
that exports rose to their second highest level ever. 

The Bush administration hailed the rise in exports as good news for Ameri- 
can manufacturers. 

Private economists were more downbeat, contending that slumping growth 
in some of America’s major overseas markets spelled more trouble for a 
faltering U.S. economy. 

Financial markets were not bolstered by the trade report, which showed a 
higher-than-expected deficit. The Dow Jones industrial average of 30 stocks 


plunged 41.15 points as investors expressed more fears about the durability of 


the recovery. 


397 ‘rich’ avoid federal income taxes 


WASHINGTON — Being rich and avoiding federal income tax is not as 
easy as it used to be. 

But 397 couples and individuals with incomes of $200,000 or more found a 
way. 

That’s how many high-income earners showed no tax liability on returns 
filed in 1989, the Internal Revenue Service said in a report Tuesday. 

The average income for this group: $575,000. 

An additional 4,192 high-income tax return filers paid less than 5 percent of 
their earnings in federal taxes; 8,495 paid 5 percent to 10 percent, and 19,114 
paid 10 percent to 15 percent. 

All told, 32,198 couples and individuals with annual incomes of $200,000 or 
more paid less than 15 percent of their earnings in federal taxes. On the other 
hand, more than 80 percent of the 737,659 high-income filers paid 20 percent to 
30 percent. 

The IRS found 2,377 returns reported incomes of $100,000 to $200,000 but 
paid no tax. The 397 of the richest Americans who paid no tax on returns filed 
in 1989 compares with 472 in 1988 and 595 in 1987. 


House vote fails to override Bush veto 


WASHINGTON — The House on Tuesday sustained President Bush’s veto 
earlier in the day of a bill that would have lifted his ban of federally financed 
abortion counseling. 

Democrats had thought they had the muscle to override Bush for the first 
time, but they fell a dozen votes short. 

The outcome left Bush with a perfect 24-0 record for making his vetoes stick, 
and it was a blow to House Speaker Thomas S. Foley, D-Wash., who convened 
the override debate immediately after the president’s action witha prediction 
that “We have the votes” on the hotly disputed abortion issue. 

Foley didn’t; the 276-156 tally was a dozen short of the two-thirds necessary. 

At:stake was an overall, $205 billion spending bill for education, labor andi 
health programs. : 

The fight was centered on a provision that would block for one year the Bush 
administration’s rule banning abortion counseling at federally supported fam- 
ily planning clinics. 


Freight train derails, kills 50 in Mexico 


MEXICO CITY —A freight train derailed and plunged into a busy highway 
south of the capital Tuesday, killing or injuring at least 50 people, authorities 
said. 

The accident occurred around midday just outside the town of Tehuacan, 
152 miles southeast of Mexico City in Puebla state, the Federal Highway 
Police said. Reports from the scene indicated the train, heavily loaded with 
cement and sorghum, jumped the tracks at a curve near an elementary school 
and plowed into the traffic, said Lt. Susana Garcia Hernandez. 

She said there were about 50 dead or injured. At least 18 freight cars were 
destroyed as well as 14 vehicles on the highway, including passenger buses, 
Garcia said. 

Red Cross volunteer Miguel Angel Gonzalez said the accident took place 
about a mile outside Tehuacan. The town is a picturesque community known 
best for its bottled mineral water. “It’s a rough, rough one. Our people and 
other rescue crews are still pulling victims out of the wreckage,” he said.

In order to enhance teaching skills, 
scholarship and service among BY U’s 
1,700 full- and part-time faculty, 
President Rex E. Lee announced 
BYU’s plan to establish a faculty cen- 
ter on campus. 

Donald K. Jarvis, professor of Ger- 
manic and Slavic languages, was ap- 
pointed director of the center, which 
is scheduled to be operating by Win- 
ter Semester 1992. J. Bonner Ritchie, 
professor of organizational behavior, 
will be the center’s associate director. 

Jarvis said the location of the cen- 
ter has not been established, but he 
said he is looking for a location on 
campus that is large enough to meet 
the center’s needs. 

He said the center will be a place for 
faculty to gather in a social atmo- 
sphere to discuss teaching ideas and 
work on faculty development. 

“We want to emphasize teaching, 
but we don’t want to limit it to teach- 
ing only,” Jarvis said. The center will 
also promote faculty interaction, host 
workshops, facilitate committee work 
and provide media services and any 
other programs that will improve any 
aspect of a faculty membeyr’s career. 

Jarvis said a key element of the 
center will be research.

paycheck, definitely 


You heard it here first. Academic 
freedom is alive and well at BYU. 

An aggressive BYU student body 
taking advantage of that freedom, on 
the other hand, is either missing or 
dead. 

Two months ago, 
news coverage 
dealing with BYU, 
the S Church 
and BYU professor 
David Knowlton (in 
the wake of the last 
Sunstone Sympo- 
sium) triggered in- 
terest in academic 
freedom in our 
newsroom. That 
discussion turned 
into a series of arti- 
cles, which begins 
today, on the health 
of academic free- 
dom at BYU. 

The majority of 
students and fac- 
ulty members we 
spoke with told us 
they enjoy the free- 
dom to research 
and discuss any : 
topic they choose. BYU, through its 
library and bookstore, even provides 
resource material on the most _sensi- 
tive subjects, such as_ evolution, 
polygamy in the LDS Church and the 
ike. 


We were also told, and experience 
bears out, that if faculty members are 
sensitive to BY U’s founding principles 
they are permitted to publish without 
the mythical “Big Brother” looking 
over their shoulders. 

Of course there seems to be some 
counter examples. Last year, Insight 
magazine refused to publish a stu- 
dent’s paper comparing the LDS mis- 
sion experience with the rites of pas- 
sage of a pigmy tribe. And stories still 
circulate on campus of a faculty mem- 
ber who was fired for telling students 
the Book of Mormon was not an ancient

text. But these seem to be exceptions, 
not the rule. 
But on one point we were disap- 
pointed. 
One source lamented student apathy 
at BYU when issues such as HOMCHe 
freedom are con- 
cerned. He said 
that while students 
enjoy a great de- 
eree of freedom, 
most aren’t even 
aware of what that 
means, and why 
academic freedom 
is essential at a uni- 
versity. 

He said “the 
masses are here to 
get their degree 
and get out,” too 
busy worrying 
about their future 
earning potential to 
care about aca- 
demic freedom and 
the like. What 
these “masses” 
don’t realize is that 
while it might be 
the degrees that 

help get the jobs, it is principles like 
academic freedom that ensure a soci- 
ety free enough to get those jobs. 

e are happy to see BYU take the 
risk and allow students and faculty the 
freedom to explore the world. And we 
hope that students will more fre- 
quently return the favor by taking ad- 
vantage of that freedom.

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Hoop accident puts Ingle 
out of action, on bench

Tony Ingle, BYU’s assistant bas- 
ketball coach, ruptured his patellar 
tendon while playing basketball with 
his son Elliot on Nov. 12 in the 
Spanish Fork High School gym . 

Ingle was taken to the emerency 
room where he had reconstructive 
surgery on the patellar tendon. “It’s a 
devastating type injury and will take 
eight to 12 months for a full recov- 
ery,” said T.J. Byrne, the trainer for 
the BYU basketball team. 

Byrne said the patellar tendon is 
what attaches the kneecap to the 
lower leg. 

Ingle said he and his son Elliot, a 
sophomore in high school, went to the 
Spanish Fork High School gym to 
play basketball with his son and to 
lend some support. 

“TI then got up there and started 
cutting it up, juking and jiving, 
wheeling and dealing, next thing I 
knew I had the feeling, and without, I 
should emphasize, loosening up these 
89-year-old tendons,” Ingle said. 

“Two things went through my 
mind,” Ingle said. “I said, ‘Well, 
someone is either deer hunting in this 
gym and has just shot me or I just got 
a free ticket to the Stadium of Fire.’ 


Spinal injury paralyzes Lion’s Utley

Could the spinal cord injury that 


left Mike Utley of the Detroit Lions 
paralyzed have been prevented? 

Not unless he played football wear- 
ing a suit of armor. 

The human body is designed to deal 
with everyday living, constructed to 
withstand normal stress and strain. 

What Utley, an offensive lineman, 
asked his cervical spine to do in Sun- 
day’s NFL game was not normal. 

Utley, pass blocking against the 
Los Angeles Rams, tried to cut the 
legs out from tackle David Rocker. 
He lost his balance, stumbled forward 
and landed on his head. That snapped 
his neck forward, forcing the disc be- 
tween his sixth and seventh cervical 
vertebrae to slide back and compress 
the spinal cord. 

“The vertebrae is there to protect 
the spinal cord and under normal cir- 
cumstances, it does a good job,” said 
Dr. Susan) Fitzpatrick, associate ex- 
ecutive director of the Miami Project 
to Cure Paralysis. “There are two 
vulnerable areas — C6 and T12.” 

C6 refers to the rotator bone which 
controls pivotal movement of the 
head. T12 is its thoracic counterpart. 
“Unfortunately, we need those vul- 
nerable areas because that’s where 
the flexibility is,” Fitzpatrick said. 


“The patellar tendon snapped.and I 


was in instant pain. The patellaritself — 


went up my leg and [ had to push it 
back down into place. 

“The tough thing about it was my 
boy was with me, and so I couldn’t 
cry,” Ingle said. 

Elliot helped his father to their car, 
and they traveled to the Payson 
emergency room, where Dr. Devan 
Nelson performed the reconstructive 
surgery. 

“T knew I was in trouble when the 
doctor came in and told me, ‘Tony, 
this is a very impressive injury,’ ” 
Ingle said. 

“Now what do you think when a 
doctor tells you this? You think, one: 
‘I won’t walk again for the rest of my 
life,’ or two: ‘my parents are going to 
be very proud.’” 

“He'll be on crutches and in a brace 
for six weeks, but I expect that he’ll 
be back around the coaching offices 
and involved in his coaching duties by 
the first of next week,” Byrne said. 

“A coach’s job is to be positive, in- 
spiring, motivational and enthuisatic, 
and they (coaches) shouldn’t be on the 
court if they’re not going to give those 
things and every thing they have in 
their heart to them,” Ingle said. “So 
when I go back I want to be able to 
follow those principles.” 


“They allow us to bend at the neck and 
the waist. 

“Because they are vulnerable, that 
is where injuries are most likely to 
occur. The body is not designed to 
take hits at 60 mph in a car or on a 
football field. 

"The amazing thing to me is that 
these accidents occur as infrequently 
as they do. You just need the right 
sequence — the head ina certain posi- 
tion, the foree coming in a certain 
way, the vulnerable area exposed and 
the injury occurs. The body can do a 
lot, but it can’t do it all.” 

Additional protective gear proba- 
bly would not help. A collar would 
restrict movement of the neck and 
could lead to other kinds of trauma. 
“You're putting tremendous pressure 
on a tube of links,” Fitzpatrick said. 
“If you press the top of a soda can, 
something has to give below.” 

There are about 10,000 new cases of 
spinal injury each year but,only 13 


percent occur as the réesult spor ts.\’""Jack Tatum of the Raiders. 


Utley’s injury was the first on-field 
par aylsis i in the NFL in 12 years, the 
league said Tuesday. 

It was an accident that could have 
happened in his backyard or tripping 
as he stepped off a curb the wrong 
way.

Dr. Joseph Torg, professor of or- 
thopedic surgery at the University of 
Pennsylvania and an expert on sports 
related injuries, did not think so. 

“It’s difficult to tell people not to 
play football,” Torg said. “Utley’s in- 
jury was unusual. Characteristically, 
a defensive back making a tackle sus- 
tains this injury when he lowers his 
head.” 

Jeff Fuller, a safety with the San 
Francisco 49ers, was forced into re- 
tirement two years ago after a hel- 
met-to-helmet collision with John 
Stephens of New England caused a 
spinal injury that left him with only 
partial use of his right arm. Corner- 
back Tim Lewis of Green Bay retired 
in 1986 after being temporarily para- 
lyzed following a tackle.

Mystery object to pass Earth 
on Dec. 5, astronomers say

LOS ANGELES — A small, mys- 
terious object is going to zoom close to 
Earth on Dec. 5, but astronomers 
can’t tell yet if it’s some previously 
unseen kind of asteroid or an old 
spacecraft swinging past its home 
planet. 

“We don’t know what it is. It just 
struck me as very curious,” said as- 
tronomer Brian Marsden, director of 
the International Astronomical 
Union’s Central Bureau for Astro- 
nomical Telegrams, a_ reporting 
agency for astronomy discoveries. 

James Scotti, a University of Ari- 
zona scientist, first spotted the object 
Nov. 6 through the university’s 36- 
inch Spacewatch telescope on Kitt 
Peak in southern Arizona. 

The telescope is used to look for 
asteroids that might smash into the 
planet. Many scientists believe large 
asteroid impacts wiped out the di- 
nosaurs and caused other prehistoric 
mass extinctions on Earth, and also 
might threaten the planet in the fu- 
ture. 

This object — with a diameter esti- 
mated at one yard to 11 yards —— won’t 
hit Earth or the moon on its orbit 
around the sun, but it will pass within 
290,000 miles of Earth at about 3 or 4 
a.m. on Dec. 5, Marsden said Monday 
by phone from Cambridge, Mass. 

The only asteroid observed flying 
closer to the planet was a 30-foot-wide 
chunk of rock designated 1991BA, 
which flew within 106,000 miles: of 


Earth last Jan. 15, he said. That was . 


less than half the distance between 
Earth and the moon, and was consid- 
ered a “near miss” by astronomers.

Clyde said the last alternative in- 
volved bypassing the city’s water 
tank with a bigger line connected to 
the main line and new water station. 

The potential problem with this so- 
lution is people would have to pay a 
$300 hookup cost to connect their cur- 
rent pipes to the larger 16 inch line, 
Clyde said. 

“This project would cost an esti- 
mated $11,000,” Clyde said. 

Following Councilman Clyde’s re- 
marks Mayor Delora P. Bertelsen 
opened the meeting for public com- 
ment and questions. 

Most of the questions from resi- 
dents were directed toward the third 
solution of bypassing the tank and 
paying the $300 hookup fee. 

Clyde said the city conducted a sur- 
vey and found that water pressure in 
the troubled areas ranged from 20 to 
30 lbs. 

Gunnel said, “The proposed idea 
would increase each households cur- 
rent water pressure by 18 Ibs.”

“Don’t speak sarcastically or nega- 
tively of Church officials.” 

This is the first rule governing the 
Student Advisory Council’s weekly 
Soapbox discussion. 

“',.can you see that the seminary 
courses should be given even prefer- 
ential attention over the high school 
subjects; the institute over the col- 
lege courses; the study of scriptures 
over the study 6f man-written texts?” 

This quote, by. Spencer W. Kim- 
ball, was handed to students of a BYU 
religion class by their professor. 

“T have spoken with many students 
who want to see greater involvement 
of LDS ideals at this school, but it 
won’t happen if we don’t speak up!” 

This quote was taken from a letter 
being passed around at the law school 
by students who are concerned that 
LDS viewpoints are being sup- 
pressed in their classes. 

These examples illustrate the role 
BYU’s sponsor, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, plays in 
student academic freedom at BYU. 
However, before students believe 
they are oppressed with restrictions 
in their discussion and research, stu- 
dents need to take a closer look at 
BYU and themselves, said a BYU 
spokesman. 

“Tfa student is serious about educa- 
tion and diversity in education, that 
person can gain an excellent educa- 
tion at BYU,” said Paul Richards, di- 
rector of BYU’s public communica- 
tions. 

John Armstrong, former editor and 
publisher of the Student Review and 
a former editor of Insight magazine, 
agrees with Richards and said stu- 
dents are free on campus to study and 
research any topic they choose to. 
“There’s no way (the administration) 
could stop you from doing research,” 
he said. 

He added that the “people at the 
library and the bookstore are very 
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sensitive to academic freedom” and 
work to provide students with re- 
search material on even the most sen- 
sitive subjects on campus. 

However, Armstrong, who is a se- 
nior majoring in philosophy, said 
when the research is over, and the 
process of publi-

But he added that if a student was 
willing to “shop around campus” the 
student would surely find professors 
who were “highly supportive of good, 
honest research, no matter the topic 
or result of the research.” 

Armstrong agrees with Richards 
that many students censor them- 
selves because they fear controver- 
sial subjects, adding that most cam- 
pus “censorship” originates with 


Although 
BYU’s unique cir- 
cumstance might not change what 
students can research, it does some- 
times alter the way they are taught. 

“IT teach differently here than I 
would someplace else because I need 
to be sensitive with where people are 
in regard to the Church,” said Marie 
Cornwall, of the Women’s Research 
Institute. 

“Tt takes a certain mind set to step 
back and look at religion from a scien- 
tific point of view,” she said. 

Bruce Hafen, BYU’s Provost, re- 
ferred to this unusual combination of 
the spiritual and secular in academic 
pursuits as a definite advantage to 
LDS and Christian scholars. 

“I think many faculty and students 
come here to find that freedom (to 
openly express religious views in 
classes),” he said.

the Church or its members or to jeop- 
ardize the effectiveness or safety of 
our missionaries.” 

Although the statement seems 
meant for Knowlton’s anthropological 
studies on terrorism, England said, 
there are a number of people in the 
Sociology Department concerned 
about the Church’s intrusion into 
their professions. He said what pro- 
fessors do at Sunstone is an extension 
of their work. 

“I think it’s intimidating to some 
and angers others to see ecclesiastical 
leaders call them in and question their 
research,” England said. 

However, concerns over academic 
freedom have generally been limited 
to professors in the social sciences, 
English and science. 

Knowlton expressed his concerns 
about academic freedom in a letter to 
the chair of the Department of An- 
thropology: 

“T am concerned that this kind of 
action (being called in by Church lead- 
ers) appears to be inquisitorial and 
intimidating to those of us who both 
work at BYU and study, as part of our 
professional activities, the Mormon 
community. 

“This not only damages our willing- 
ness to explore critical concerns, but 
also could damage the national repu- 
tation of the university.” 

However, President Rex E. Lee 
was quoted in an Associated Press 
article about Knowlton as saying, 
“That’s life in the academic world in 
which there are other views that peri- 
odically will be brought to bear.” 

Cornwall agrees that differing 
opinions are part of the academic 
world. 

“Any sociologist has to be aware 
that when they study culture from the 
inside they make the community up- 
set.” 

She said it’s unfortunate the admin- 
istration has to spend time dealing 
with conflicts that arise when scien- 
tists study religious phenomena. 
“But,” she said, “that has more to do 
with who the board of trustees are, 
than who the faculty are.” 


demic freedom. 

Among these are the right to asso- 
ciate with groups of students’ choice, 
a free student press and a student 
government unhindered by institu- 
tional control. 

While the existence of some of 
these standards at BYU is debatable, 
Richards said it is clear that BYU 
students hold the keys to their aca- 
demic freedom. 

“There are many students who 
want to have everything sweetness- 
and light-oriented that they view any- 
one bringing up controversial issues 
as some type of dissident,” he said. 
“The masses are here to get the de- 
gree and get out. 

“We need students who are willing 
to express themselves even though 
they might get labeled contentious.”
